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Budget crisis in the fore at local meetings 



Democracy at work — in the open as it should be 
and not behind closed doors 



The problem has been building since 
massive budget deficits five years ago 
forced drastic cutbacks in state spend- 
ing. 

Confronted with escalating costs for 
nearly everything and a continuing 
drought in state and federal funds that 
in past years could be counted on by lo- 
cal governments to help meet bond pay- 
ments and maintain services, county 
leaders here have been financially hard 
pressed to meet those obligations. Now, 
facing a budget deficit next year, the fis- 
cal court has come face to face with the 
fact that “something must be done.” Se- 
rious consideration is being given to the 
possibility of adopting a payroll tax, as 
evidenced at public meetings that are 
being conducted by court members in 
the various magisterial districts. City 
officials also have huddled in recent days 
to discuss ways to offset increased costs. 

Payroll taxes — withheld from work- 
ers ’ checks by their employers and paid 
to the appropriate government entity — 
provide revenues needed to maintain, 
improve and expand needed government 
services, attract and retain good work- 
ers, and equally important, provide a 
dependable source of revenue to meet 
contingencies. It is also true that cities 
and counties that have adopted payroll 
taxes generally provide more and better 



services for their citizens, are more pro- 
gressive, and are in the forefront in eco- 
nomic development. 

For the above reasons, a payroll tax 
once imposed, is unlikely to ever be re- 
pealed and, to some, is viewed as a “cash 
cow” that encourages wasteful spending 
by elected officials for needless “frills” 
and, often, government hiring practices 
geared more toward building political 
fifedoms than to meeting bona-fide pub- 
lic needs. For businesses, obligated to 
collect the tax, it is another burdensome 
and thankless bookkeeping chore to 
worry with. 

And there is a question of fairness. A 
payroll tax imposed by the fiscal court 
would be applicable to all job holders 

— county and city dwellers as well, and 
revenues from the tax would flow into 
the county’s general fund. However, in 
West Liberty, where most of the jobs are, 
city government and city residents are 
likely to have little enthusiasm for that 

— though such a tax might be more pal- 
atable to everyone if both the city and 
county government could share the rev- 



enues and the benefits. 

Again to the issue of fairness. To sell 
the idea, it was suggested some years 
ago when a payroll tax was being con- 
sidered by the city that the tax, in effect, 
could be assessed only on the largest 
employers: the school system, the phone 
company, the electric company, the 
prison, and a handful of larger private 
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businesses, because it would not be 
worthwhile to monitor and enforce com- 
pliance by businesses with only a few 
employees. That would doubtlessly 
please small businesses and their em- 
ployees, but would be inherently unfair 
(and probably illegal), and thus unac- 
ceptable. 

Some suggest that county govern- 
ment could avoid or forestall its impend- 
ing budget crisis with tighter manage- 
ment — by tweaking the budgets of ex- 
isting departments — cutting expenses 
a few percent here and a few percent 



there. Could that be done without affect- 
ing services? Maybe. But it would re- 
quire considerable tweaking to offset the 
nearly $500,000 budget deficit that is 
projected for the county next year if no 
action is taken. 

We have heard no complaints about 
the services the county and city govern- 
ments here now provide. In fact, we have 
heard only plaudits about the really im- 
pressive improvements in recent years 
in road and street maintenance, snow 
removal, waterline extensions, sewer 
system improvements, support for fire 
departments and emergency agencies, 
new parks, additional recreational facili- 
ties, and other conveniences. 

Can these public services be main- 
tained without additional revenues? If 
not and the county’s financial situation 
is indeed as dire as forecast and no al- 
ternative can be found, are county lead- 
ers or the public willing to sit back and 
see them have to be cut back or elimi- 
nated? 

That is what fiscal court members are 
wrestling with. Cynics, certain that the 



public’s reluctance to take on a new tax 
will trump their appreciation of good 
public services and financial stability, 
have implied that the public meetings 
being held throughout the county were 
conceived for no other reason than to 
give the magistrates cover for doing 
nothing and letting the state take over 
the county’s finances. We do not believe 
that. That implies irresponsibility and 
political cowardice and is an insult to 
the magistrates. It is also exibits a low 
opinion of the citizenry because it as- 
sumes that we have no pride in our 
county nor appreciation for the services 
we enjoy and could care less what hap- 
pens. 

That said, whatever the magistrates 
eventually decide — good or bad (take 
your pick) — no one will be able to com- 
plain (if it is a tax) that it was something 
that was “snuck” through on them with- 
out time for debate. In addition to the 
public meetings, the judge executive and 
magistrates have made a solemn pledge 
that if a tax ordinance is eventually pro- 
posed, the public will be given ample 
notice and invited to attend the court 
meetings at which the measure would 
be introduced and voted on. 

That’s democracy at work as it should 
be — in the open and not government 
conducted behind closed doors. — EWK

restaurant tax

The West Liberty City Council heard 
the first reading of an ordinance that 
would allow the city to penalize food es- 
tablishments for unpaid restaurant taxes 
through seizure of business property. 

City Attorney Joleen Frederick was 
ordered by the council to prepare the or- 
dinance in response to delinquent tax 
bills owed by Dairy Cheer, whose owner 
in a recent letter to the council pledged 
to pay the overdue restaurant levy. 

City Clerk Sally Barker said the or- 
dinance is a precautionary measure. 

“The city can now impose a lien on 
business property until restaurant taxes 
are paid,” Barker said. “This gives us 
the right to foreclose on businesses and 
seize equipment. The city can also seize 
buildings if violators own them. The or- 
dinance applies to real and personal 
property.” 

In other business, Barker gave an 
update on the city’s sewer expansion 
project. 

“The plant and line work is approxi- 
mately 75 percent complete,” Barker 
said. “We will also be adding Hollow 
Road to the project, and we have secured 
Rural Development funding to run the 
sewer line to the new Morgan Central 
Elementary School at Greear.” 

Barker said Mayor Bob Nickell will 
be notified when federal funding ear- 
marked for the sewer project becomes 
available. 

The council also heard a departmen- 
tal report from E-911 Director John 
Conley, who said the department will 
purchase a new 911 center generator. 

“Our goal is to get a 20 kilowatt gen-

With the decline of tobacco as a de- 
pendable source of income, Dr. Bill 
Holrook and brother, Lenville, like 
many, are exploring other potential ways 
to make money from their land. 

The Holbrook brothers, who produce 
sorghum molasses on a large scale from 
sugar cane they produce and then pro- 
cess at their mill at Index, are now look- 
ing at maple syrup as a possible second 
alternative income source. 

This spring, the Holbrooks gave their 
idea a trial run with some support from 
Dr. David Fugate, a partner with Dr. 
Holbrook in the West Liberty Veterinary 
Clinic, and Fugate’s father, Jerry Fugate, 
of Grassy Creek, who allowed sugar 
maple trees on their property to be 
tapped for sap. 

About 500 gallons of sap collected 
from the Fugates’ trees, sugar maples 
growing around the veterinary clinic, 
and some on the Holbrooks’ homeplace 
farm on Middle Fork were boiled down 



in the evaporator at the brothers’ cane 
mill. 

The effort resulted in about 20 gal- 
lons of syrup. The quality of the prod- 
uct is still being analyzed, but the 
Holbrooks are enthusiastic about the 
prospects. 

Like sugar cane, successful syrup 
production is dependent on the weather. 
But while cane is grown and harvested 
in the summer and fall, maple sap is har- 
vested in the spring and temperatures 
must be right. For efficient sap collec- 
tion — night time temperatures must be 
between 30 to 40 degrees and between 
40 and 50 degrees days. 

The boiling down process is slow. 
Evaporation that is too slow or too fast 
will affect the color, flavor and texture 
of the syrup and maintaining the correct 
temperature for evaporation is critical. 

Learning from their initial effort, the 
Holbrooks say that if things go as 
planned, they hope to begin producing 



syrup commercially next year. In the 
spring, they intend to tap around 300 
sugar maples growing on the hillsides 
of their property on Middle Fork. 

To avoid the long, hard process of 
collecting sugar water from each tree by 
hand, the Holbrooks plan to use a net- 
work of hoses, each attached to a metal 
“tap” inserted into a sugar tree and drain- 
ing downhill to a large vat that can be 
easily transported to their mill at Index 
to be “boiled down” into syrup. 

According to Dr. Holbrook, it is esti- 
mated that if temperatures remain right, 
a sugar maple 18 inches in diameter will 
produces about 30 gallons of sugar wa- 
ter between January and March. Around 
40 gallons of maple water must be 
evaporated to produce one gallon of 
syrup. 

In northern states where maple syrup 
production is largely concentrated, a 12 
ounce container of the product sells for 
around $12.00.

It was learned at press time that 
the meeting of the special grand 
jury scheduled for today (Thurs- 
day) has been cancelled and will be 
held at a later date. No date for the 
next session has been set. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley is 
scheduled to testify today before the 
special grand jury that was seated last 
September at the request of Attorney 
General Greg Stumbo. 

Called to investigate unspecified mat- 
ters relating to the Judge Executive’s 
Office, the jury has met three times pre- 
viously to hear testimony from wit- 
nesses, among them at least six county 
road department employees and County 
Treasurer Tommy Phipps. 

Special prosecutor Brent Turner of 
Prestonsburg has declined to discuss 
specifics of the case, which was pre- 
sented directly to the grand jury by the 
Kentucky Bureau of Investigation, the 
investigative arm of the Attorney 
General’s Office. 

It has been learned, however, that 
some of the jury’s previous questioning 
dealt with alleged improprieties in- 
volved with expenditures approved by 
the fiscal court about two years ago to 
repair a bulldozer owned by Judge 
Conley, who had loaned the dozer to the 
county road department. 

Also, it was learned that some of the 
questions directed to witnesses dealt 
with the placement of culvert tiles at a 
rural Morgan County church, an indica- 
tion that investigators may have been 
concerned that Conley had improperly 
ordered the expenditure of county funds 
and material to install the tiles on pri- 
vate property, and questions dealing with 
the county’s purchase of an excavator. 

The seating of the special jury in the 
weeks preceding the November election 
amid rumors that Conley, a candidate for 
reelection, was the target of the investi- 
gation led to wide-spread suspicion that 
charges against the judge executive were 
politically motivated. 

Conley, who was reelected by a land- 
slide, has said publicly he would wel- 
come an opportunity to testify to the 
grand jury. He was served with a sub- 
poena to appear last Friday.

Excellence Not Among 
KEA’s Priorities

If state government ever did a 
housecleaning of all the studies 
performed of the years on every 
subject imaginable, it would 
overwhelm the landfill and leave 
acres of dusty bookshelves gap- 
ing empty. 

Still, those studies serve a pur- 
pose, albeit transitory at best, by 
focusing attention on a particu- 
lar subject and perhaps generat- 
ing some degree of response that 
results in an improved common- 
wealth. 

Last week, the Council of 
Postsecondary Education’s Task 
Force of Science, Technology, 
Engineering and Mathematics 
(STEM) issued a final report that 
is a sobering assessment of where 
Kentucky is when it comes to 
being competitive in the global 
economy. 

In short, we are not even re- 
motely competitive. 

And we have a long way to 
go to catch up. 

In 2003, Kentucky ranked 
49th in the nation in the number 
of bachelor’s degrees awarded in 
science and engineering. We 
were 47th in the number of sci- 
entists and engineers in the popu- 
lation and 42nd in the number of 
high tech jobs. Only five other 
states had fewer patents awarded 
its citizens. 

That is just plain awful. 

The STEM task force, made 
up of 110 members headed by 
University of Kentucky President 
lee Todd, found the failure to ad- 
vance on the engineering, science 
and technology front a national 
as well as a Kentucky crisis. The 
study said that 30 years ago, the 
United States ranked third glo- 
bally in the number of science 
graduates from college. Today, 
the U.S. is ranked 17th, and uni- 
versities in Asia turn out eight 
times the number of engineering 
degrees in the United States. 

And Kentucky is pretty much 
at the bottom of that very deep 
well. 

The solution, of course, is to 
get more kids interested in study- 
ing math and science when they 
go to college. But first you have 
to get them involved when they 
are in elementary and high 
school, and math and the sciences 
have never been high on the list 
of subjects promoted in Ken- 
tucky schools. 

It was only a few years ago 



that it was all too common for a 
high school algebra or chemistry 
teacher to have a degree in some 
other unrelated subject, the few 
university graduates in math and 
sciences were crazy to become 
teachers, because they could go 
into private business at several 
times the salary paid teachers in 
Kentucky. 

That is still the case. 

And it is not likely to change 
any time soon. 

Legislation that originated in 
the Senate this session of the 
General Assembly would have 
made a stab at changing that. It 
would have given salary bonuses 
and grants to math and science 
teachers in Kentucky schools 
whose students excel in those 
subject. 

But the Kentucky Education 
Association is so terrified that a 
physics teacher might make more 
money than a social studies 
teacher that it exerted all of its 
considerable influence to oppose 
the legislation and, of course, the 
KEA prevailed. 

The fact is that men and 
women who design and engineer 
the cars built at Toyota at 
Georgetown and General Motors 
at Bowling Green did not major 
in English literature in college. 

Indeed, those designers and 
engineers work elsewhere and 
leave construction of their de- 
signs to Kentucky workers. 

Kentucky has four-year pub- 
lic universities all over the place, 
but no stand-alone institute of 
technology. Engineering pro- 
grams are not what they should 
be at any of Kentucky’s institu- 
tions of higher education, and 
while we continue financing 
community colleges in every 
town with a stoplight, we are not 
putting money into making ex- 
isting engineering programs 
competitive with the nation’s 
best. 

By some estimates, 
Kentucky’s elementary and sec- 
ondary schools are underfunded 
by as much as $1 billion. Legis- 
lators who could not bring them- 
selves to offer salary bonuses to 
outstanding math and science 
teachers are not likely to rally the 
to the high tech cause any time 
soon. 

So the safe bet is that the 
STEM study will go on the shelf 
with all the others before it, 
gather dust and one day make it 



A DESERTED LITTLE 
SCHOOL OF YORE 

Dear Editor, 

It was 65 years ago that one 
country school in rural America 
stood empty and without a 
teacher. It was a time in history 
when our country was into a 
world conflict and many teach- 
ers were entering the military ser- 
vice and defense jobs, thus caus- 
ing a void in our teaching pro- 
fession. 

Within this school district 
lived 10 school-aged children left 
behind with no teacher. Now, be- 
fore you get out your box of 
Kleenex, let’s go on with the 
story. 

The attraction to this particu- 
lar need was not one most people 
would rush into. The building 
was in much need of repair and 
the location was hardly acces- 
sible, except by foot or horse- 
back. Since the school term was 
from July until mid-February, 
this meant one would have about 
three months of nasty weather to 
encounter. 

And so it was, in a nearby 
community, there dwelt a young 
lassie, just looking for a chal- 
lenge. She had not yet decided 
which way to go out into an un- 
certain world to seek her fortune, 
and was willing to take on the job 
of teacher. I was this lassie and 
the school was Liberty Road, 
Morgan County, Ky. Does this 
ring a bell with anyone? 

Well, the bell did ring for 
these school children and she set 
out to become the very best 
teacher she could possibly be. 
Leaning against a grassy hill on 
one side and a rushing stream on 
the other, and shaded by huge 
sycamore trees, this building be- 
came her haven for these few 
months. A quiet and scenic spot, 
once it was reached. 

Ranging in ages 7-14, with 
grades accordingly, this group of 
special children became my fam- 
ily. In these times, it was custom- 
ary for the teacher to spend at 
least one night with the family of 
each child during the year. This 
was a way of understanding and 
bringing us even closer together. 

Jealousy and bullying were 
not practiced so this became a 
real love affair where no one per- 
son was the teacher’s pet. Some 
students were as tall as the 
teacher, but discipline was never 
a problem. There would be no 
paddle hanging by the black- 
board for use. 

Without electronics and com- 
puters, do you wonder what kind 
of learning could be accom- 
plished in this room? Besides the 
three Rs and other available sub- 
jects being taught, there was lots 
of learnin’ between those four 
walls. As the different ages inter- 
acted with one another (older 
ones helping the younger ones) 
it prepared them for families of 
their own. Their little computer 
minds were at work recording it 
for a lifetime. Thank you for giv- 
ing me this privilege of a lifetime. 
One is never a teacher, unless 
someone has learned.

erator for the 911 center,” Conley 
said. “We currently have an 8- 
kilowatt generator, but should be 
able to use the remainder of funds 
from 2005 to purchase the new 
one. If we can’t do that, we may 
have to reapply for a Homeland 
Security grant.” 

Conley, who also serves as 
West Liberty fire chief, then gave 
a fire department update. 

“We expect to have three to 
four new firefighters certified this 
year,” Conley said. “The chassis 
for the new firetruck is also in. 
The anticipated completion date 



is October, but we are still hop- 
ing for an early delivery in Sep- 
tember.” 

Before adjournment, council 
members entered into an execu- 
tive session regarding personnel 
issues in which no action was 
taken.

Johnson Co. man 
meted 50 years 
for making meth 

PAINTSVILLE — The first 
person to be convicted of manu- 
facturing methamphetamine in 
Johnson County was meted a 
50- year sentence in Johnson 
Circuit March 16. ‘ 

Brent Cantrell, who was con- 
victed for manufacturing meth 
in his home on Ky. 172 in Janu- 
ary 2006, expressed disbelief 
when Circuit Judge John David 
Preston handed down the sen- 
tence. 

Cantrell was sentenced by 
Judge Preston to 50 years for 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine, 10 years for possession 
of a controlled substance, and 12 
months for use/possession of 
drug paraphernalia.

East Kentucky to 
get $1.4 million 
from PRIDE 

U.S. Rep. Harold “Hal” 
Rogers (KY-05) announced re- 
cently that a fresh infusion of 
PRIDE funds is on its way to 
Eastern Kentucky. $1.4 million 
in Army Corps of Engineers’ 
funding has been awarded to ad- 
vance PRIDE’s environmental 
infastructure improvement pro- 
gram. 

“With this funding, our ongo- 
ing campaign to eliminate 
straight pipes and failing septic 
systems and provide more of our 
citizens with safe, sanitary 
wastewater treatment services 
can continue,” Rogers said. 
“The Corps of Engineers has 
been a valued partner through- 
out the 10-year history of 
PRIDE, and I am pleased to see 
this relationship continue.” 

Rogers continued, “This 
funding is just one more step in 
our mission to restore our water- 
ways to their pristine beauty. 
We’re working hard to put a new 
face on the region, and we plan 
to share it with tourists from all 
over.” 

The Corps funding, known as 
the Section 531 Program, pro- 
vides grants to countries, cities 
and utilities for innovative 
wastewater treatment projects, 
sewer line extensions or treat- 
ment plant upgrades in rural ar- 
eas. The award covers 75 per- 
cent of the project cost, and the 
local entity contributes the re- 
maining 25 percent. 

Through this and other grant 
programs, PRIDE has invested 
$116 million to provide sanitary 
wastewater treatment service to 
more than 27,000 homes in the 
region. Rogers works to obtain 
federal funding for projects 
across Southern and Eastern 
Kentucky in his role as a senior 
member of a House of Appro- 
priations Committee.

Interest in growing apples, 
pears, cherries and peaches re- 
mains strong in Morgan County 
for old and young alike. Small 



fruit production, such as blueber- 
ries, strawberries, grapes and rasp- 
berries is also on the rise. Work- 
shops like those pictured here are 



designed to help demonstrate 
techniques and growing tips for a 
successful harvest. Crops are of- 
ten plagued with disease and dam- 



age from weather and insects, but 
persistence and knowing the right 
information can be beneficial. 

Some apples are already at the 
green tip stage of growth this 
spring. If copper-containing 
sprays to help suppress popula- 
tions of fire blight bacteria have 
not already been applied, it needs 
to be done so now. Many orchards 
had fire blight last year, so this late 
dormant application of copper 
should be helpful. 

Pears (and ornamental pears) 
are already in bloom. Be aware 
that if fire blight gets started in the 
pears, it could spread to nearby 
apples later. In addition to prun- 
ing out last year’s fire blight 
strikes and late dormant copper 
applications, fire blight in com- 
mercial pear orchards can be man- 
aged with well-timed applications 
of streptomycin. Do not mix cop- 
per sulfate with oil sprays; how- 
ever, fixed copper fungicides are 
OK. 

Based on recent and predicted 
weather data and fire blight fore- 
casting models, conditions will be 
suitable for fire blight infections

later this week — if it rains. With 
pears in bloom, they will be at 
high risk for fire blight infections 
because it will be warm enough 
for infection and rain is predicted. 
Thus, an application of streptomy- 
cin is suggested where these con- 
ditions exist. 



Apples and pears not yet in 
bloom are not at risk for fire blight 
infections just now. Apples at 
green tip are at risk for scab in- 
fections should wet weather be 
prolonged. For spray suggestions, 
consult the Morgan County Ex- 
tension Service at 743-3292.

KSP announces process to 
get intermediate driver’s lie. 



FRANKFORT, Ky. — The 
Kentucky State Police Driver 
Testing Branch advises that appli- 
cants who applied for and were 
issued a motor vehicle operator’s 
instruction permit after Oct. 1, 
2006, under the graduated driver’s 
license program are eligible to 
take a driving skills test to qualify 
for an intermediate operator’s li- 
cense beginning April 1. How- 
ever, they must not have violated 
any of the following conditions: 

•The instruction permit was 
carried at all times when operat- 
ing a motor vehicle, motorcycle 
or moped on the highway. 

•Permit holder was accompa- 
nied by a person 21 years of age 
or older with a valid driver’s li- 
cense. 

•Permit holder under the age of 
18 has not operated a motor ve- 
hicle between the hours of 12 mid- 
night and 6 a.m. without good 
cause (emergencies, school or 
work-related activities). 

•Permit holder under age of 1 8 
has not operated motor vehicle at 
any time when accompanied by 
more than one unrelated person 
under age of 20 unless accompa- 
nied by licensed driving instruc- 
tor, operated a motor vehicle with 



0.08 blood alcohol level (0.02 for 
persons under 21 years of age), 
operated a motor vehicle while 
under the influence of any other 
substance or combination of sub- 
stances that impair driving abil- 
ity. 

The KSP also advises that ap- 
plicants wishing to take the test 
for an intermediate license must 
go online to http:// 
drlic.kytc.ky.gov and print an eli- 
gibility verification letter prior to 
arrival for the driving skills test. 
Applicants must present this let- 
ter and a statement signed by a 
parent or guardian stating that the 
applicant has completed 60 hours 
of supervised driving, including 
10 hours at night, accompanied by 
a 21 -year-old licensed driver in 
the front passenger seat. 

The verification letter and 
signed statement are required in 
order to take the driving skills test 
for the intermediate license. 

A licensed driver 21 years of 
age or older must accompany the 
applicant to the test location and 
the vehicle used for the test must 
be properly registered and in- 
sured. The vehicle must also pass 
an on-site safety inspection prior 
to the test.

Elliott County impressive in 
first-ever trip to the Sweet 16 

Lions beat Shelby Valley in opener, fall to Warren 
Central; Ferguson named to all- tournament team

Elliott County - 68 

Shelby Valley - 55 

It was one of the great stories 
of this year’s Sweet 16. The 
Elliott County Lions, making 
their first ever trip to the state 
tournament, did more than sim- 
ply show up - the team scored a 
convincing win in its opening 
round game. Jonathon Ferguson 
scored 23 of game-high 28 points 
in the second half as Elliott rolled 
to a 68-55 victory. 

As with most newcomers, the 
Lions experienced the early 
“shock factor” of playing on the 
Rupp Arena floor. Elliott County 
turned the ball over twice in the 
first two minutes and quickly 
found itself in an 8-0 hole. But 
after Evan Faulkner broke the ice 
with a three-point basket at the 
5:33 mark of the first period, 
Elliott began to slowly gain its 
confidence. Two minutes later, 
Ferguson cut into a seven-point 
Shelby Valley lead with a three- 
pointer of his own. However, 
Elliott would go scoreless over 
the final 3:19 and trail 18-10 af- 
ter one quarter. 

But the second period, and for 
that matter, the rest of the game, 
was owned by Elliott. Back-to- 
back transition buckets by Tyler 
Maynard pulled the Lions within 
five at the 5:54 mark. Timmy 
Knipp was fouled on a three-point 
attempt and made all three free- 
throws to make it a four-point 
game. Ethan Faulkner then went 
to work with a three-pointer and 
a fast break lay up to give the Li- 
ons their first lead 27-26. A pair 
of Timmy Knipp free-throws 
capped an 11-0 run to close the 
half as Elliott took a 29-26 lead 
at intermission. 

The Lions showed no letup in 
the third quarter. Ferguson, who 
scored only five points in the first 
half, tallied his team’s first seven 
points of third quarter for a 37- 
28 Lion lead. Free-throws by 
Ferguson and Timmy Knipp held 



the lead at nine at the end of the 
quarter. 

Ferguson continued his suc- 
cess at the line in the final quar- 
ter by hitting six straight to give 
his team a 13-point lead with 6:25 
remaining. Baskets by Maynard 
and Chris Knipp held the lead at 
13 before Ferguson reeled off 
seven of the Lions’ final nine 
points to close out the 68-55 win 
over Shelby Valley. 

“Since it’s our first time, it’s 
great to get a win down here,” 
Ferguson said following the 
game. “It’s good for the commu- 
nity and our team.” 

Ferguson hit only five of 15 
from the field, but made good on 
16 of 18 from the line en route to 
his 28 points. Ethan Faulkner 
scored 12 points and grabbed 10 
rebounds.

The sophomore’s two-game total 
of 58 points earned him a spot on 
the all-tournament team.

Congleton, from Clay City, and 
James Stidham. I showed James 
a picture of Preston and Virginia 
Mills Stidham (my great grand- 
parents).

Virginia Mills 
was part Cherokee Indian— looks 
to be full blooded.

Now is the perfect time to re- 
view your plan for protection dur- 
ing severe weather. Communica- 
tion is a vital ingredient to your 
family’s survival during a natu- 
ral disaster. Call a family meet- 
ing to discuss your plan for sur- 
vival. Be sure to include a plan 
for reuniting in case you and your 
children are separated during the 
storms. The best preparation for 
surviving a severe outburst of 
weather is to formulate a plan of 
survival, then practice it. Make 
sure young children know exactly 
what to do and what to expect in 
case of severe weather. The fol- 
lowing are some tips from the 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency on how to prepare for 
unstable weather. 

Thunderstorms, Lightning 

While there are times when 
sufficient warning is available for 
severe thunderstorms, these 
storms can strike without notice. 
But there are ways to protect your 
family and your belongings from 
damage in the wake of these 
storms. 

Check for hazards in the yard. 
Dead or rotting trees and 
branches can fall during storms 
and cause injury and damage. 

Ask an out-of-state relative or 
friend to serve as your family 
contact. After a disaster, it is of- 
ten easier to call long distance 
than locally. Make sure your 
neighbors have your contact’s 
name, address and phone number. 

Do not handle electrical equip- 
ment or telephones during a 
storm. Lightning can follow the 
wires into your home. Television 
sets are particularly dangerous. 
Avoid bathtubs, water faucets and 
sinks because metal pipes con-

duct electricity. 

If you are caught outdoors 
without access to shelter, get to 
an open space and crouch as low 
to the ground as possible. Avoid 
tall structures such as towers, tall 
trees, fences, telephone lines, 
power lines, golf clubs, tractors, 
fishing rods, bicycles and camp- 
ing equipment. 

If you are isolated in a level 
field and your hair stands on end, 
lightning is about to strike. Stand 
with your feet together, bend for- 
ward, remove all metal objects 
and place your hands flat on your 
knees. Do not lie flat on the 
ground. 

If you are in your car during a 
severe storm, do not leave your 
vehicle. Remember to turn on 
your emergency flashers if you 
have to stop to wait out the storm. 

Check for downed power 
lines, and call your power com- 
pany immediately. 

Tornadoes 

Tornadoes occur with little or 
no warning, so advance planning 
is crucial to surviving these 
storms. 

Have two disaster plans: one 
for when everyone is at home and 
one for when you are separated. 

Ask an out-of state-relative to 
serve as your family contact. Af- 
ter a disaster, it is often easier to 
call long distance than locally. 
Make sure your neighbors have 
your contact’s name, address and 
phone number. 

If you are in a mobile home, 
leave and take shelter in a build- 
ing with a more stable foundation. 
If no shelter is available, leave the 
building and lie in a ditch or other 
low area at a safe distance away 
from the unit.

If you are at home, go to the 
basement, storm cellar or lowest 
level. If you do not have a cellar, 
go to an inner hallway or small 
inner room without windows 
such as a bathroom or closet. Go 
to the center of the room and stay 
away from corners because they 
tend to attract debris. 

Avoid places with wide- span 
roofs such as auditoriums, cafete- 
rias or shopping mall. 

Take shelter under heavy fur- 
niture such as a workbench, table 
or desk. 

If you are outdoors and there 
is no shelter, lie in a ditch or other 
low area or crouch near a strong 
building. If you are in a vehicle, 
never try to outrun a tornado. Tor- 
nadoes can easily change direc- 
tion without warning. Get out of 
your vehicle and take shelter in a 
nearby building or lie in a ditch 
or other low area away from the 
vehicle. 

Disaster Supply Kit 

The six basics you should 
stock in your home in the event 
of a natural disaster are water, 
food, first aid supplies, clothing 
and bedding, tools and emer- 
gency supplies. A natural disas- 
ter could cut off basic services to 
your home including gas, water, 
electricity and telephones. Be pre- 
pared and assemble a storm kit 
including non-perishable foods, 
bottled water, paper plates and 
utensils and a battery-operated 
radio and flashlight with extra 
batteries. It is also a good idea to 
keep important family documents 
such as wills, insurance policies, 
contracts, deeds an stocks and 
bonds in a waterproof portable 
container.

Local animals suffer kidney failure 
after consuming tainted pet food 



Prescription Drug 
Cost Assistance 

Did you plan to enroll in the 
Medicare prescription drug plan 
and apply for the extra help, but 
found out you missed the dead- 
line? Would you still like to take 
advantage of the savings, but do 
not want to pay the penalty for 
filing late? 

This St. Patrick’s Day, you are 
in luck! There will be no late en- 
rollment penalties in 2007 for 
people who qualify for extra help 
and enroll in a medicare prescrip- 
tion drug plan. If you think you 
may be eligible for the extra help, 
you should apply as soon as pos- 
sible. The extra help could be 
worth an average of $3,7000 per 
year. 

Generally, if your income is 
below $15,315 for an individual 
($20,535) for a married couple 
living together), and your re- 
sources are limited to $ 1 1 ,7 1 0 for 
an individual ($23,410 for a mar- 
ried couple living together), you 
may qualify for extra help with 
your monthly premiums, 
deductibles and co-payments. 

Even if your annual income is 
higher, you still may be able to 
get some help with your monthly 
premiums, annual deductibles and 
prescription co-payments. For 
example, your income may be 
higher and you could still qualify 
for extra help if you or your 
spouse support other family mem- 
bers who live with you, if either 
of you have earnings from work, 
or if you live in Alaska or Hawaii. 

So if you are not sure whether 
you qualify for the extra help, it 
is best to complete an application. 
It is fast and easy. If you plan to 
apply for the extra help, the easi- 
est and most convenient way to 
do it online. Just visit 
www.socialsecurity.gov/ 
prescriptionhelp/ and select the 
“Apply for help” link. You can 
also apply over the phone by call- 
ing us at 1-800-772-1213 (TTY 
1-800-325-0778). If you prefer to 
complete the paper application, 
you can call the same number to 
request that we mail you one, or 
stop by your local Social Secu- 
rity office to pick one up. 

To learn more about the vari- 
ous Medicare prescription drug 
plans and special enrollment pe- 
riods, call 1 -800-MEDICARE (1- 
800-633-4227; TTY 1-877-486- 
2048) or visit www.medicare.gov. 
Medicare also can tell you about 
agencies in your area that can help 
you navigate the application pro- 
cess.

Some Morgan County animals 
have suffered kidney failure be- 
lieved to have resulted from 
tainted pet food following the re- 
cent national pet food recall, with 
local veterinarians treating ailing 
dogs and cats with intravenous 
fluids and supportive care. 

Pet food manufacturer Menu 
Foods recalled 60 million cans 
and pouches of dog and cat food 
sold throughout North America 
under 95 brand names after it 
found rat poison in defective 
products. The company has con- 
firmed pet deaths throughout the 
United States and Canada of 15 
cats and one dog. 

West Liberty Veterinary 
Clinic’s Dr. Ralph Adams said the 
practice has seen two clinical kid- 
ney failure cases due to contami- 
nated pet food. 

“We treated a cat and a dog 
here after they ate the bad pet 
food,” Adams said. “They both 
went home and are doing well. 
Several people have brought their 
pets to us after hearing about the 
recall and we ran blood and urine 
tests to determine if they were 
suffering kidney failure. Most of 
these animals did not require 
treatment.” 

Dr. E. Edward Ward, of Ani- 
mal Care Hospital at Malone, said 
he has treated four animals for 
kidney failure since the recall. 

“I have treated two cats and 
two dogs,” Ward said. “One of the 
animals died, but the other three 
went home. Animals that have 
eaten this food will have some 
kidney damage, but hopefully we 
can learn how to better care for 
them after this incident.” 

Ward said he worries some 
tainted pet food may still be on 
shelves. 

“We will hear about the reper- 
cussions of this mistake for weeks 
to come,” Ward said. “I worry 
some of the food may have 
slipped past the recall. It is im- 
perative that pet owners quit buy- 
ing this food and get their pets to 
the vet as soon as possible if they

Pet owner Donna Cantrell, of 
Greear, said her cat, Callie, suf- 
fered severe kidney damage af- 
ter eating the poisoned food. 

“Callie only ate the tainted pet 
food a few times,” Cantrell said. 
“The food she regularly ate was 
discontinued, so we switched to 
Save-A-Lot’s Special Blend. She 
eventually quit eating and became 
almost lifeless. We took her a few 
days before the recall to the vet, 
who after performing exploratory 
surgery discovered she had a 
failed kidney. Days later, we 
found one of the Special Blend 
cans and saw the number on it 
matched that of the recalled 
food.” 

Cantrell said Callie remains ill 
since her release from the veteri- 
nary clinic. 

“Callie hasn’t been herself 
since she ate the bad food,” 
Cantrell said. “She has been eat- 
ing some, but she hasn’t com- 
pletely regained her appetite. She 



also doesn’t have much energy 
anymore, and mostly sleeps in- 
stead of playing like she used to. 
It is terrible what these sick ani- 
mals are enduring; Callie may 
never be the same again.”

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Are Your College Savings 
Plans on Track? 



If you are a parent of a col- 
lege student, you have probably 
already made whatever arrange- 
ments you are going to make and 
to meet those hefty tuition pay- 
ments - and some of these ar- 
rangements can involve consid- 
erable sacrifice. But if your chil- 
dren are a few years away from 
heading off to school, you an still 
take advantage of some attractive 
college savings vehicles - and the 
best time to start exploring these 
options is now. 

How important is it to save 
early and often for college? Just

• Coverdell Education Savings 
Account - Depending on your 
income level, you can contribute 
up to $2,000 annually to a 
Coverdell Education Savings Ac- 
count (ESA). Your Coverdell 
earnings and withdrawals will be 
tax-free, provided you use the 
money for qualified education 
expenses. (Any non-education 
withdrawals from a Coverdell 
ESA may be subject to a 10 per- 
cent penalty.) You can place your 
contributions to a Coverdell ESA 
into virtually any investment you 
choose - stocks, bonds, certifi- 
cates of deposit, etc. 

• Section 529 savings plan - 
In a Section 529 savings plan, 
you put money in specific invest- 
ments. All withdrawals will be 
free from federal income taxes, 
as long as the money is used for 
a qualified college or graduate 
school expense of the beneficiary 
you have named - typically, your 
child or grandchild. And Section 
529 contributions are tax deduct- 
ible in certain states for residents 
who participate in their own 



state’s plan. (However, 529 dis- 
tributions will appear as income 
on the child’s tax return which 
could affect financial aid calcu- 
lations.) Withdrawals for ex- 
penses other than qualified edu- 
cation expenditures may be sub- 
ject to federal, state and penalty 
taxes. 

Aside from the tax benefits, a 
Section 529 savings plan offers 
other advantages. First, account 
limits are quite high - you can 
accumulate more than $200,000 
per beneficiary in many state 
plans, although special gifting 
provisions may apply. 

And, just as importantly, you 
can get significant estate-plan- 
ning benefits from a Section 529 
savings plan. Because you can 
contribute large amounts of 
money to the plan, you may be 
able to reduce the size of your 
taxable estate. Plus, even though 
the assets are out of your estate, 
you retain control of them. You 
decide who will get the money 
and when he or she will get it. 
You can even change the benefi- 
ciary to another family member. 
Before investing in either a 
Coverdell ESA or a Section 
529 plan, see your tax advisor. 
But do not wait too long. While 
college may look a long way 
off for your kids now, time has 
a way of sneaking up on you 
- do not let it catch you 
unprepared.
